The Court of Appeals has decided 
that the two amendments to the 
constitution of Kentucky, voted last 
November, are invalid.

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 9.— Gov. Mc- 
Creary was compelled by the press 
of official business to decline an in- 
vitation he much wished to accept 
to attend the meeting in Carnegie 
iiali, New York, in commemoration 
of the centenary of Samuel J. Til- 
den. Gov. McCreary to-day recount- 
ed his meeting with Mr. Tilden dur- 
ing tue contest over the succession 
to the presidency, McCreary then, 
as now, was Governor of Kentucky. 

•'1 went to see Mr. Tilden," said 
the Governor. "Many Kentuckiaus 
wanted to light for him. 1 had been 
tendered regiments and brigades. 1 
desired to know what Mr. Fliden in- 
tended to do, so 1 could satisfy tues 
men, and 1 went to his home in com- 
pany with the National Democratic 
Chairman. The latter left us togeth- 
er and 1 said: 'Mr. Tilden, 1 have 
oeen tendered regiments and brig- 
ades to fight for you, and 1 caun 
to you to una out whether you in- 
tend to fight.' 

"He turned to we and said: 'Gov. 
McCreary, were you oid enough to 
have served in the late Civil 
War?" 

"1 replied in the affirmative, and 
ue then weut on: "Then you are m 
a position to know more pi tue nor- 
rors of war than 1 do. Do you like 
nowers?" 1 said I did. ■'Then come 
with me to see my garden,' was his 
response, and we walked out doors 
together. There 1 told him 1 wish- 
ed to ask him several direct ques- 
tions, and asked him the first one 
'Have you made up your mind 
Whether, under any circumstances, 
jou would fight?' 

" 'l.have,' he replied, decidedly. 
'1 won't precipitate civil war under 
any circumstances to get the presi- 
dency.' 

" 'That being the case,' 1 respond 
ed, '1 need not ask any of the oth- 
er questions 1 have in mind.'
